Will Be Allowed To Land. 


The Rumanian consul officially 


informed Interr ational News Service 
ihat Insull will be permitted to land 
at Constanza, Kumanian Black sea 
port, on Friday, but the length of 
his stay will depend upon whether 
the United States makes an extra- 
dition attempt. 


An extradition treaty between the 


two countries is in effect. 


The consul admitted that Insull 


has a Rumanian visa, which ordi- 
narily would permit him to remain a 
month or longer. 
If the United 
States asks for his extradition, Ru- 
mania first will have to .determine 
whether the indicted former utili- 


• ties magnate is extraditable. 


InsulTs attorneys expect a delay 


of four or five months on this pro- 
cedure. 


The eventual destination of the 


Maiotis was a closely guarded secret, 
but the subject of widely differing 
reports. 
Constanza, Varna, Odessa 
and Batum were among the ports 
mentioned as pocsible destinations. 


Batum is an 
internationalized 
port, the sea outlet of Armenia, and 
it is likely Insull would have least 
difficulty landing there of any port 
on the shores of the Black Sea. 


Ship Is Detained 


ISTANBUL. Mar. 29—The Turk- 


ish government today ordered the 
detention of the Greek steamship 
Maiotis, with Samuel Insull, fugitive 
American financier, aboard.

The three year limitation on the

Vf YORK,. Mar. 29.^-Downfall 


of the Green-Wpll regime of the 
American Federation of Labor prob- 
ably will result from the auto peace 
promulgated by President Roosevelt. 


Study pf tije pact indicates that 


the" A. F. of L. leaders lost their mo- 
nopoly as a union with which the 
companies literally iiad tp negotiate. 


The companies, privately, believe 


they scored a victory. And large cor- 
porations believe they have discred- 
ited trie National La^or board, since 
the president has 
established 
a 


board with far less powers than the 
National Labor board to arbitrate. 


Jf labor becomes too demonstra- 


tive, the companies assuredly Believe 
they can greatly reduce their oper- 
ations and their employes when the 
peak of the auto season has passed. 


Viewed in the cold light of after 


reasoning, it looks as if the auto 
peace -will be no-peace at all. It is 
more likely to be an evolution in 
unionization. 


The A. F. pf L., outmoded and 


stodgy, had to employ progressive 
ypurig organizers, to line up auto 
workers. These men, in turn, pow- 
erful now by right of their legions, 
are dismayed with the Green-Woll 
generalship. They will seize power. 


The voice of the Rev. Charles E. 


Coughlin epolce perhaps in prophecy 
a few hours prior tp the announce- 
ment by President Roosevelt of the 
calling off of the strike.

HISTORY'S GREAT D A Y S-^ 


March 29.— A date associated with 
the birth and death of. two women 
of tlie common people who attracted 
princes and kings, became their 
loved ones, made history, died in 
obscurity. Their lives had a curious 
connection. 


Karpline Bauer, born March 29, 


180~7, in Germany, was 32 and an 
actress when she became the mar- 


natie wife 'of Prince Leopold., the 


widowed husband of Charlotte, only 
daughter of George IV of England. 
He made her the Countess Mont- 
gomery and showered her with 
honors, but put her aside to wed a 
French princess 
when 
Ije 
was 


prowned king of the Belgins. She 
returned to the stage, became in- 
ternationally famous as a trage- 
dienne, wed a Polish count, long 
put-lived her royal lover. 


George JV wpntied tp forego the 
throne of Britain to keep Marie An- 
ne Srnythe Weld Fitzherbert as his 
wife. 
Six years his senior, twice 
a widow, she wed him. after he 
threatened to commjte suicide if she 
didn't. She maintained her con- 
nection with him, with the consent 
cf her church, even after hi$ mar- 
riage to scandalous Caroline of 
Brunswick: More than one claim- 
ant has sought recognition as tlie 
descendant and heir of .George and- 
Mrs. Fitzherbert. She, top. long- 
putllved her royal Ipver, died in ob- 
scurifcy March '29. 1837.

A DVICES from officers at city hall indicate that m any of the 


residents of the city who were given the privilege of garden­ 
ing lots owned by the city, last summer, as a relief measure, have 
already applied for the same sites this year.

That a more noble end than the scrap heap awaits the navy dirig­ 
ible, Los Angeles will be good news to Americans generally. Even an in­ 
animate thing such as an airship that has given good service seems to de­ 
serve a better fate, at the end of its active service, than to be broken up 
Ind disposed of as junk. 
The Los Angeles is the first American-owned Zeppelin. 
It was 
obtained from Germany as part settlement of the United States’ repara­ 
tions claims, and wTas delivered to this country in October of 1924. It has 
been of valuable service to the American navy as a training ship for 
dirigible crews and as a source of study for American dirigible builders. 
The old airship—old at 10 years—was condemned several months 
ago by the navy department as being no longer airworthy. 
The usual 
fate of condemned naval craft is the junk pile. Pressure was brought to 
bear upon the department, however, to find a more fitting end for the 
Los Angeles. 
Experts went to work and evolved a plan whereby she 
would continue to render valuable service, although not in the air. 
It was proposed that a number of tests be made on her designed to 
promote the development of better lighter-than-air craft. 
The sugges­ 
tions were accepted by the department, and plans now are being made for 
the tests. 
“If the ship is eventually destroyed in the carrying out of these 
tests,” say naval authorities, “she has at least served a noble purpose 
in the betterment of lighter-than-air craft in her old age.”

ENGLAND MAKES POSTAL PROFITS 


Will Rogers spotted an interesting news item and passed it along 
to his readers. 
The British post office showed a profit for the fiscal 
year, ending February, of $70,000,000. 
Last year its profit of $57,000,000 
was applied to the reduction of taxes. 
A profit of that size—or of any size, perhaps—In this particular j 
government service is peculiarly interesting to Americans, accustomed 
to having the post office department always in the red.

WASHINGTQN, Mar. 29.—Recov-

In any event, a new order was out 
today instructing division heads of 
the NRA not to impart information 
on recovery activities to the press. 
Considerable secrecy surrounded the 
order. No announcement was made 
concerning it and no explanation 
offered as to the reason for it. 


Order Goes Out 


Only a few copies of the order 


were issued, but division heads 
passed the word along orally to as- 
sistants. 


The copy of the order read: 
To: Division Heads. 
"From: Executive Office. 
"Subject: 
Information for the 
press. 
"This is a reminder that informa- 


tion to the press (other than that 
issued from the administrator's of- 
fice) should go out through the pub- 
lic relations department and not di- 
rect to reporters. 


"Will you please convey this in- 
formation verbally to all in your 
division whom it might affect." 


The order was signed by Alvin 


Brown, one of the legal counsel. 


Clamps Censorship 


Johnson is report :d to have been 


displeased with some .of the stories 
that have "leaked out" of NRA 
headquarters in recent weeks, and 
this is generally accepted as the rea- 
son for the IMW order. These stories 
have affected the coal code, of 
which Wayne P. Ellis is administra- 
tor; the steel code, of which Ken- 
neth Simpson is administi. tor; the 
NRA Compliance Board, of which 
W. H. Davis is director, and person- 
nel changes. 


The order, In effect, clamps a 
censorship on some of the most im- 
portant divisions of the NRA. 
Johnson himself has been inac- 
cessible to reporters for several 


weeks. 
His last press conference 


wa.s held on March 9, since that 
time he has been "unavailable" to 
inquiring reporters, who have had 
to turn to division heads and lesser 
officials for their information. 


The NRA has a highly organized

HARRISBURG, Mar. 29.—Manda­ 
tory instructions to eliminate from 
the payrolls of the New Yorks relief 
program effective Monday all per­ 
sons now employed on CWA who are 
not eligible for direct relief were is­ 
sued today by Eric H. Biddle, state 
CWA and relief chief. 
The order came while county CWA 
and relief board officials gathered 
for round table discussions to hear 
an explanation of the new works 
relief program. 
It came also on the heels of reve­ 
lations at yesterday’s relief board 
meeting that only sufficient money 
is on hand to carry direct relief to 
mid-April without additional federal 
funds. 
Present plans, Biddle said, call for 
continuation of the works relief to 
provide employment for 
the 
full 
quota of 150,000 CWA workers who 
will be left on CWA payrolls when 
that program is concluded Saturday. 
All CWA workers who would be 
eligible for direct relief if they were 
not employed will be continued at 
work under the New York relief pro­ 
gram and persons now on relief rolls 
will be taken to fill vacancies. CWA 
workers were drawn half from relief 
rolls and half from employment ap­ 
plications. 
Biddle’s orders, distributed to all 
county relief board and CWA chiefs, 
said: 
“In order that funds available for 
April may be made to cover all the 
relief needs for the entire month, it 
is absolutely necessary that persons 
ineligible for relief and now work­ 
ing on CWA projects be replaced as 
rapidly as possible by persons on 
the relief rolls. 
“Unless such replacement is ac­ 
complished very rapidly, the funds 
now available will not be sufficient 
to carry the relief program through 
April, and it will be necessary to 
drastically curtail the program of 
the works division during the sec­ 
ond half of April.” 
Estimates at a stormy session of 
the board yesterday at which news­ 
papermen were admitted

until next February at $155,000,000.

BUILDING BOOM 
TO BE ATTEMPTED

WASHINGTON, Mar. 
29—A gi­ 
gantic drive, comparable to that 
conducted by the NRA last summer, 
but this time directed to aid the 
capital industry and not the produc­ 
ers or consumers’ goods, was being 
planned today.

PHILLIPS IN EAST 
SURVEYING FIELD

PHILADELPHIA, Mar. 29—The 
Republican 
gubernatorial 
primary 
on May 15 may be as “free and 
open” as State Chairman Edward 
M artin predicted several weeks ago. 
This likelihood loomed on Penn­ 
sylvania’s political horizon today in 
spite of the efforts of Martin him ­ 
self to eliminate from competition 
some of the 18 aspirants who have 
filed their nominating papers at 
Harrisburg. 
The state chairman’s attempts to 
weld clashing party factions into an 
harmonious whole bogged as he left 
Philadelphia to continue conferences 
with G. O. P. leaders in Harrisburg. 
With Monday, the last day for w ith­ 
drawing nomination petitions, fast 
approaching, 
Martin 
apparently 
failed to gain headway in his drive 
for political peace. 
Phillips In East. 
More responsible for this condi­ 
tion than any other single factor is 
former Congressman Thomas W. 
Phillips of .Butler who came to Phil­ 
adelphia to size up the political sit­ 
uation in • the eastern half of the 
Commonwealth. Phillips today was 
emphatic in reiterating his position 
that the party leaders should carry 
out their original announcements of 
keeping the gubernatorial race open 
to all candidates. 
The ¡Jutler- county oil millionaire 
exuded confidence in his own ability 
to capture the party nomination. 
“Being more than satisfied with 
the progress of my campaign in the 
western portion of the state,’’ said 
Phillips, “I decided to come to Phil­ 
adelphia and. if necessary, pour oil 
on your troubled political waters.”

pany, remained a prisoner in Cook 
county jail today while *50,000 bail 
was being raised. 
Insull, sad-faced and haggard, 
was brought from Toronto after 
being a fugitive from justice for 18 
months. Failure of his friends to 
meet the Iwil requirements in ad- 
vance forcsd the former utilities 
magnate to spend a restless night on 
a prisoner's cot. 


A brother of the fugitive, Samuel 
Insull; former master of the vast 
Insull utilities domain, Martin was 
brought back to answer.a charge of 
embezzling $364,720 from the treas- 
ury of the company he headed be- 
fore the 'power empire collapsed 
The brothers are charged jointly In 
the embezzlement indictment.

POLICE AND CORONER 


PUSH INVESTIGATION 


ELLWOOD 
CITY, Mar. 
29. — 


County Coroner Orville Potter, Corp. 
L. J. Lawton of the Highway Patrol, 
and local police today are pushing 
an intensive investigation Into the 
peculiar, accident of last Sunday 
night that caused the death of John 
Pack, 65, of this city at 9:30 last 
night in the Ellwood City hospital. 


Mr. Pack succumbed to injuries 


received from' the accident. 
The 


left side of his chest was crushed 
and he had been In a critical con- 
dition since he was brought to the 


' hospital-last Sunday. 
There were 


also injuries to his face, head and 
hip. 


The conditions under which Mr. 


Pack was run over by a car driven 
by Earl Fleischer of this city, were 
very unusual. 
He had. been lying 


on the Wurtemburg highway near 
Bumstown Stop, four feet from the 
edge. 
John King, Jr., a local high 


school instructor, was coming in the 
direction of the city and on the op- 
posite side of the road from Mr. 
Pack's body, and had observed it. 
He stopped his car to render assist- 
ance. 
In the meantime Fleischer's 


car was coming towards Wurtem- 
burg. 
King endeavored to flag him 


down but Fleischer was unable to 
see him because of the lights on 
the latter's car. 
Just a; few feet 


from the body Fleischer observed it 
and endeavored to swerve to the left. 
Fearing that he might crush 
the 


head he swerved back again and 
ran over the chest of the Inert body. 
With the sitt of King the accident 
victim was rushed to the local hos-

After ' Investigating the- accident 


Corp. Lawton and Constable Elmer 
Frishkorn, the latter of this city, 
are more than ever inclined to think 
that Mr. Pack met with foul play. 
Of course some room for doubt re- 
mains in the fact that Mr. .Pack was 
subject to heart attacks and may 
have suffered one of these while 
on the highway, just previous to the 
accident. 
But upon closer examin- 


ation of the body, the police are in- 
clined to think that Mr. Pack was 
struck by » hiV and run" driver. 
There"was a dangerous Injury to the 
head and one hip. 
The blood was 


dried on both wounds when Mr. 
Pack was brought to .the hospital. 
The manner in which Fleischer.is 
stated to have run over the body 
would, make him incapable' of in- 
flicting the above Injuries. 
This 


would therefore certainly' make the 
police theory" plausible. 


A robbery theory -was. dropped be- 


cause all the known money arid 
valURblts were still in Mr; Peck's 
possession when he was brought to 
the hospital. -This was verified by 
his son, Normanv-Pack- of Ewing 
Park, this'city.':

L. J. Lawton of the Highway Patrol, 
and local police today are pushing 
an intensive investigation into the 
peculiar accident of last Sunday 
night th at caused the death of John 
Pack, 65, of this city at 9:30 last 
night in the Ellwood City hospital. 
Mr. Pack succumbed to injuries 
received from the accident. 
The 
left side 
of Jiis chest was crushed 
and he had been in a critical con­ 
dition since he was brought to the 
hospital last Sunday. 
There were 
also injuries to his face, head and 
hip. 
The conditions under which Mr. 
Pack was run over by a car driven 
by Earl Fleischer of this city, were 
very unusual. 
He had been lying 
on the Wurtemburg highway near 
Bumstown Stop, four feet from the 
edge. 
John King, Jr., a local high 
school instructor, was coming in the 
direction of the city and on the op­ 
posite side of the road from Mr, 
Pack’s body, and had observed it. 
He stopped his car to render assist­ 
ance. 
In the meantime Fleischer’s 
car was coming towards W urtem­ 
burg. 
King endeavored to flag him 
down but Fleischer was unable to 
see him because of the lights on 
the latter’s car. 
Just a few feet 
from the body Fleischer observed it 
and endeavored to swerve to the left. 
Fearing that he might crush 
the 
head he swerved back again and 
ran over the chest of the inert body. 
W ith the aid of King the accident 
victim was rushed to the local hos­ 
pital. 
After investigating the 
accident 
Corp. Lawton and Constable Elmer 
Frishkorn, the latter of this city, 
are more than ever inclined to think 
th at Mr. Pack met with foul play. 
Of course some room for doubt re­ 
mains In the fact th a t Mr. Pack was 
subject to heart attacks and may 
have suffered one of these while 
on the highway, just previous to the 
accident. 
But upon closer examin­ 
ation of the body, the police are in­ 
clined to think th at Mr. Pack was 
struck by a hit and run driver. 
There was a dangerous injury to the 
head and one hip. 
The Wood was 
dried on both wounds when Mr. 
Pack was brought to the hospital. 
The m anner in which Fleischer is 
stated to have run over the body 
would make him incapable of in­ 
flicting the above injuries. 
This 
would therefore certainly make the 
police theory piausiWe. 
A robbery theory was dropped be­ 
cause all the known money and 
valuables were still in Mr. Peck’s 
possession when he was brought to 
the hospital.

"I believe," shouted Representa- 


tive Imhoff, J'that the provisions of 
this Wll will so fortify the powers 
given the president under the na- 
tional recovery act that through one 
or the other the pottery industry 
and other industries that have been 
driven to the wall by the unfair and 


intolerable competition of Japanese 
importations will be enabled to at 
least compete In the open market 
make a reasonable profit and place 
the thousands of men back to work 
who have walked the streets for 
three years." 


Getting to his feet, Congressman 


Cooper agreed with Mr. Imhoff that 
there is no industry in the coun- 
try today that has suffered more 
from foreign competition than the 
pottery industry." At the same time, 
however, he declared he doubted if 
Imhoff was speaking for the pottery 
industries and the workers in those 
factories when he said he favored 
the reciprocal tariff bill. 


Congressman Cooper quoted John

New Castle’s pottery industry m ight 
be either harm ed or benefltted by 
President Roosevelt’s reciprocal ta r­ 
iff program, according to conflicting 
veiws voiced in the house of rep­ 
resentatives by two Ohio members. 
Representative Lawrence E. Im - 
hoff, Dem ocrat of St. Clairsville, O., 
told the house th a t he represented 
a pottery-m aking district and th a t 
he was for the reciprocal tariff bill 
because he thought it would save 
this industry.

G. Cooper, Republican of Youngs­ 
town, promptly jum ped to his feet 
and, declaring . he too represent­ 
ed a pottery district, argued the 
reciprocal tariff program would dam ­ 
age the industry.

PARIS, Mar. 29.—Announcing so­ 
lution of one of the gravest myster­ 
ies of the entire $40,000,000 Stavisky 
pawnshop scandal, the French secret 
police today formally charged three 
Frenchmen with the murder of Al­ 
bert Prince, Paris jurist slain re­ 
cently just prior to his scheduled ap­ 
pearance to testify in the financial 
swindle. 
Those accused of the crime were 
Baron Gaetan L'Hcrbon De Lus- 
sataz, of Monaco, known as a gang­ 
ster, Paul Carbone, alias Ventura, of 
Corsica, and Francois Spirito, of 
Marseilles. 
The trio, who were questioned 
throughout the night, also were ac­ 
cused 
of theft on an extensive 
charge covering the stealing of im­ 
portant Stavisky documents which 
Prince carried just before he was 
found murdered on a railway track 
near Dijon.
